HISTORY OF THE WRECKED CITY 


Importance and Advantages of Shaw- 
nestown as a River Point—Course 


of Its Development, 


Shawneetown is the capital of Gallatin 
County, III. It is situated on the Ohio River, 
about sixty-two miles below Evansville, 
Ind. It contained half a Josen churches, 
three newspaper offices, a large hotel, sever- 
al grist mills, a foundry, a machine shop, and 
manufactories of wagons, stoves, sash and

STORY OF JOHNSTOWN FLOOD, 


Terrible Disaster to Life and Prc 
im the Conemaugh Valley 
in 1889. 


The most disastrous flood of recent years 
in this country was that which overwhelmed 
the towns of the Conemaugh Valley in west- 
ern Pennsylvania on May 31, 1889. The loss 
of life was set down at 2,280 persons, while | 
more than $10,000,000 worth of property was 
swept away in the rush of water, Johns- 
town, the principal town in the valley, was a 
city of 28,000 inhabitants and the seat ofa 
number of large industries, as well as a rail- 


~ — 


road town of considerable importance. 


At 3-o’clock in the afternoon Conemaugh 
Lake, a reservoir six miles up ghe valley, 
burst the dam, and a great torrent of water 
swept down the narrow space between the 
hills and almost without warning inundated 
Johnstown. The force of the great onrush- 
ing wave was terrific, and houses, trees. and 
rocks, and alls of civilization reared by 
the hand of mah were obliterated almost in 
an instant. | 

Two hours before the breaking of the dam 
mews of the impending collapse reached 
Johnstown, but the majority of the people. 


refused to credit the rumors of danger. 


When it became certain that the dam could 
no longer restrain the flood a man named 
Park mounted a horse and sped down the 
valley, shouting his warnings to all he met. 
The great wave, nearly half a mile in width 
and forty feet high, carried on its crest 
trees, houses, and the bodies of victims, and 
swept over the doomed city in a twinkling. 
The wave traveled from the reservoir to 
Johnstown in seven minutes. 

The flood attacked the city in two wings. 
The left made a bore that scoured the 


rushing across the southeast portion of the 
city to Stony Creek. The right wing and 
the center of the waters cut several paths 
through the heart of the city, sweeping all 
before them, and followed mainly the course 
of Conemaugh Creek. This portion of the 
food carried the bulk of the mass of débris 
straight forward till it was stopped by the 
Pennsylvania bridge on the western border 
of Johnstown. 1 

The bridge stood the strain and the great 
mass of wreckage at once choked up the 
arches and made a solid dam, while the hill- 
side, rising sheer at that point, helped hurl 
back the rushing waters upon the center of 
the hgif-destroyed town. This completed 
the destruction of the city. The onrushing 
flood, meeting the counter wave, caused a 
whirlpool that swept over what little was 
left of the place and completed the desola- 
tion and destruction. 

Survivors of the flood declared the hor- 

ors of that afternoon far beyond the pow 

of words to describe. From hill to hill 
across the once smiling valley stretChed a 
waste of rushing waters, burdened with 
all manner of w On the shattered 
roofs of dwellitigs, in the branches of trees, 
and clinging to the frailest of supports 
were hundreds of people, battling helplessly 
against the resistiess force of the awful 
Wave. Above the roar of the waters could 
be heard the cries of perishing hundreds. 
How many of the entrapped people man- 
aged to escape the eddying waters that 
Swept them now close to the hills, now 
far into the center of the torrent; the spec- 
tators could not say: So dazed were most 
of those that escaped to the high grou 

‘surrounding the town that little effort | 
made for hours to give aid to the drowning. 

The great Cambria iron works standing 
on the edge of the city were badly wrecked 
and early half of Cambria City and the 
villages of Sheridan, Conemaugh Furnace, - 
3 and New Florence were wiped 
out. 

The great dam caused by the choking up of 
the railway bridge brought another horror 
to the doomed valley. The waters backed 
Up above this dam were covered with wreck- 
age, and while the most desperate efforts 
t@ rescue those who were still alive and 
imprisoned in the tangle of timbers were

The flames apparently sprang up in a

time. What the cause was is not known, 
but despite the water-soaked condition of 
the wreckage the flames spread rapidly, and 
seen the horrors of fire were added to the 
horrors of the flood.

there is no insurrection or rebellion in the 
United States or any immediate danger of 
any, and our country is not now or likely 
to be invaded or in imminent danger of in- 
— from any foreign nation or Indian 


President Greatly Hampered. 


“The statute making it ‘lawful for the“ 
President to call forth’ the militia is See- 
tion 1,642, R. S., and is as follows: 
Whenever the United States are in- 
vaded or are in imminent danger of inva- 
sion from any foreign nation or Indian 
tribe, or of-rebellion against the authority 
of the. government of the United States, it 
shall be lawful. for the President to call 
forth such number of the militia of the 
State or States most convenient to the place 
of danger or scene of action as he may 
dee ecessary to repel such rebellion, and 
to issue his orders for that purpose to such 
officers of the militia as he may think 
proper, And when the President calls for 
the militia he does it by proclamation, in 
which he sets forth the necessity for the 
call.. What would give him the ground now? 
Would he say that we had an insurrection 


or rebellion in the United States, or that 


‘the United States are invaded ér are in 
imminent danger of invasion from any for- 
eign nation or Indian tribe’? If we have 
war and it should assume any considera- 
ble magnitude there may be times during 
its progress when the National Guard of 
some of the States along the Atlantic sea- 
coast will be called out for a short period, 
but it does not seem to me that even that 
is very probable.’’ 

Win not the National Guard be given 
an opportunity to volunteer?“ was asked. 
They cannot volunteer as National 
Guard, as organized State militia. The or- 
ganized State militia and the volunteers 
furnished by a State for the United States 
Service are two separate organizations of 
an entirely different character. The Na- 
tional Guard is .a State organization for 
service in the State, which may be called 
into the service of the United States on the 
kind@ of occasions I have mentioned and 
used by the United states only for the pur- 
poses mentioned and within its bordcrs. 
When not being so used by the United States 
they can be used as a military force by the 
State to suppress insurrections, repel in- 
vasions, etc. But the volunteer organiza- 
tions furnished by a State for the United 
States service cannot be used by the State 
at all for any purpose and can be used by 
the United States at any Place designated 
by United States military authorities and for 
all purposes. 


Points a Way Out. 


“Each member of the National Guard 
can leave that organization and enter, by 
contrast to enlistment, into a State vol- 
unteer organization, to be furnished to the 
United States by the State, or he can entcr 
the volunteer organization as a commis- 
sioned officer, if he can secure a commis- 
sion for that purpose. He, however, cannot 
enter it on his militia commission. That 1% 
a commission as a militia officer. He must 
have a commission as an officer of the vol- 
unteer organization. - Whether he would 
have to secure his commission of the Gov- 
ernor of his State or from the President can- 
not now be determined, because there is no 
law in force on this subject. 

“And that is another strange thing I may 


mention in passing. We have always had 


to depend largely on volunteer organizations 
when we have had any considefe ble trouble, 
and yet we never have had any permanent 
law authorizing the acceptance of the serv- 
ices of volunteers. On each occasion a 
temporary law has been hurriedly passed for 
the occasion after trouble was on us. 
The first, I believe, was in 1795, when we had 
trouble in the Northwestern Territory, and 
the last was during the war of the rebellion. 
We have had four or fiveinall. They were 
all passed on the spur of the moment, and 
for the occasion, and, of course, for want of 
time, were not well considered. 

“The first law authorizing volunteers in 
the late war was passed July 22, 1861, and 
there were at the time over 30,000 of the 
volunteers already in the field. The emer- 
gency was so great that the country could 
not wait for Congress to act, and, on Mr. 
Lincoln's promise to lay the matter before 
Congress, ask confirmation for everything 
he had done, provision for their pay, ani 
maintenance in the field, the men organized, 
went forth and served, some of them, more 
than two months before there was any stat- 
utory authority at ali for them. 


Should Be Permanent Law. 


“It would seem that there ought to bea 
permanent law on the statute books provid- 
ing a well-matured plan of raising volun- 
teers whenever war should come upon us. 
Each temporary law was somewhat differ- 
ent from others, a they have followed, 
one cr the other of two general plans. Cne 
plan is for the volunteers to enlist directly 
into the service of the United States, which 
commissions all officers; while the other is 
for the State to enlist the men, form the or- 
ganizations, and commission the officers 
below the rank of Brigadier General. These 
general plans, however, have been variously 
modified by the different temporary statutes 
mentioned, and tor this reason it caunot be 
determined by any one now whether the 
volunteer officers in the possible war would 
be appointed and commissioned by Govern- 
ors of their respective States or by the Pres- 
ident with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. / 

Ot course if theres Id be a declaration 
of war by Congress, that body would imme- 
diately pass a law authorizing the President 
to accept volunteers and providing a plan 
on which they could be raised, organized, 
and officered. No one knows what pian they 
would adopt, or what provisions they would 
enact. We can only judge by what has been 
done in the past, and so many different 
things have been done that we can only say 
that we know only in a general way what 
would be done. One thing, however, is cer- 
tain. That is, whoever may be made the 
appointing power by the law to be enacted, 
he will not be bound to appoint militia offi- 
cers unless the law should expressly limit 
him to them, which is not at all likely. 
Heretofore ‘ the longest poles have knocked 
down the persimmons” when it came to 
pointing volufiteer officers. In view of the 
state of things that I have calied attention 
to, it is not worth while ing whether the 
War department has determined who 
the volunteers shall be.” 7

New York, April 3.—[Special.}~Tammany 
Hall sent one regiment to tie civil war. 
The leader of Tammany says that Tammany 
will send thirty-six regiments to fight Spain, 
if they are needed. Here is the statement 
from Richard Croker: 

“It seems to me that war with Spain 
inevitable. If it comes, Tammany Hal! ah 
be ready to furnish troops and such other aid 
as may be required for the defense of the 
country. During the rebellion Tammany 
sent to the front a regiment whose name 
and gallant deeds became historic, Tam- 
many is today, or soon will be, ready to 
send thirty-six regiments of a thousand men 
each if the services of so many are needed.

Comparative Quiet at the 
White House on Sunday. 
LITTLE WORK IS DONE. 


Cabinet Officers Have Mail Sent 
to Their Homes. 


IBT ASSOCIATED 

Washington, D. C., April 3.—There was 
comparative quiet about the White 
House and the departments today. The 
members of the Cabinet did not call on the 
President during the early part of the day, 
nor. did they visit the departments. The 
White House was in its usual state of Sun- 
day quietude, Assistant Secretary Day being 
the only forenoon caller, remaining with the 
President for about half an hour. Judge 
Day did not go to the State department, and 
it is presumed will do most of his work of 
preparation for matters to be incorporated in 
the President's message at his home. Sev- 
eral of the higher officers of the State de- 
partment and clerks in charge of translat- 
ing cipher cables were on duty. Some cable 
messages were received during the fore- 
neon, but it was stated that none of them 
were on matters of much importance. It 
was stated that the department had no offi- 
cial information about the Consuls of the 
United States going to Havana for safety. 

‘Secretary Long did not visit the Navy de- 
partment, but his mail was sent to his resi- 
dence. Assistant Secretary Roosevelt was 
at the department for a short time attending 
to his correspondence. A number of naval 
officers and clerks were at their desks, prin- 
cipally those who have charge of active 
operations and the preparations that are 
progressing for equipping and supplying the 
navy. 

Watching the Flotilla. 


The na val officers read with interest and 
discussed the Associated Press Madrid bul- 
letin regarding the movement of Spanish 
ships and the torpedo flotilla, It was said 
the flotilla perhaps had encountered bad 
weather if it had attempted to sail direct for 
Puerto Rico, and might have been driven to 


the Verde Islands. It was also said that ex- 


perienced navigators were of the opinion 
that the flotilla had taken the course it had 
in order to avoid adverse winds and find a 
better course by way of the Verde Islands 
than by takfng a direct route. This course 
would save coal, as sail power could be used 
to advantage. 

Some naval officers were of the opinion 
that they could not trust wholly to Madrid 
information concerning the movements of 
Spanish war vessels at present, especially if 
the Spanish Admiralty thought advantage 
would be gained by misleading the American 
Navy department. 

Both the War and Navy departments have 
been considering basis of supplies in the 
event of hostilities, and all available ports 
on the Southern and gulf coasts have re- 
ceived attention. The general belie? Is that 
the gulf offers more and better places than 
the Atlantic coast. Pensacola, Tampa, Mo- 
bile, and New Orleans are all believed to be 
available. No one place will be depended 
upon. The water stages given are: Pensa- 
cola, 22 feet; Mobile, 22 feet; Tampa, 20 
feet; and the Mississippi, 26 feet. This is 
the low water entrance. 


_ ‘Will Stay in Deep Water. 


It is not intended that the big war vessels 
should be taken into those places to receive 
supplies. They will be coaled, provisioned, 
and receive from lighters, which can be sent 
over the bars into the harbor. 

It is regarded as impracticable to attempt 
to get the big ships up to wharves, and, 


| moreover, their coming to land would not 


tend to increase the efficiency and discipline 
of.the crew. 

It is said that Panta Gordo, farther south 
than Tampa, is being considered by the War 
department as a point for embarking troops 
and supplies in case an army was to be sent 
to Cuba. Light draft vessels could easil 
enter this bay for such a purpose. 

Assistant Secretary Day came to the State 
department early in the afternoon and im- 
mediately began dictating to his stenogra- 
pher.

Icmatic circles here, and, although inquiry

Wait for Mediation. 


There is the same antictpation but lack 
of definite action in British, German, and 
other diplomatic quarters. It is probable 
that mediation would take definite form it 
the foreign representatives were cofivinced 
that war was inevitable and was about to 
be declared. While they look upon the sit- 
uation as grave the general sentiment among 
them is that the matter has not yet pro- 
gressed beyond the rangeof diplomacy anda 
pacific settlement. 

For that reason there was a strong incii- 
nation shown today to walt until the Pres- 
ident’s message was sent to Congress, the 
feeling being that the real issue could not 
be determined until the message had been 
submitted. | 

At the outset Spain was most earnest for 
mediation, and to. this end addressed a 
note to the powers about ten days ago. 
Now, however, as the prospects for media- 
tion appear to be growing, the Spanish 
authorities seem to be less inclined toward 
this course. This may be due to the fact 
that Spain had looked upon mediation as an 
indirect form of intervention, of the Euro- 
pean powers in favor of one of their own 
number. 

Spain Not So Anxious Now. 

‘The Spanish. note developed, however, that 
the powers were not ready forany such rad- 
ical step. France made the first dedélara- 
tion, through Premier Hanotaux in the 
French Chamber, that France would treat 
both parties alike as friends. This was an 
unexpected reverse for Spain, as she had 
felt that the French ownership of Martin- 
ique, Guadaloupe, and other islands would 
incline her to sympathy with Spain in de- 
fending her sovereignty over Cuba. 

It was stated by one of the Ambassadors 
today that any move for mediation would 
first assume form by exchange of notes 
among the European powers, which could be 
done very speedily by telegraph in cage a 
war crisis seemed at, hand. In such event, 
the general understanding among diplomats 
here is that Great Britain, France, Germany, 
and Austrii would de consulted, as their 
commercial interests would be seriously 
crippled by a war between the United States 
and Spain., While Russia and Italy also 
might be consulted, owing to their influence 
in European affairs, yet their immediate 
interest in the Spanish-American conflict 
would be. Sar that.of the other 
countries mentioped. 

It is 2 that negotiations will de 
opened by this government with Denmark 
to allow cable messages to come over the 
French line from the Danish Island ot St. 
Thomas to the United States. With the 
Leeward Islands, of which; St. Thomas is 
a center, as the probable center of any 


‘naval operations which may result from the 


present crisis, it is recognized as of vital 
importance to secure cable. facilities not 
controlled by Spain. At present the cable 
line touching at Puerto Rico, and subject to 
Spanish control, is the only means of com- 
municating with these islands. The French 
cable lands at St. Thomas, but the station 
is merely for testing purposes, and messages 
are not received or delivered. 

It is now proposed to have this station 
turned into a regular bureau, in which case 
the government could be brought into close 
cable communication with any naval ren- 
dezvous there. The establishment of the 
bureau will require the consent of Den- 
mark, and it is probable this will be asked 
through the United States Minister at Co- 
penhagen within the next few days. 


Denmark Hesitates to Sell Islands. 


It is understood that the Danish govern- 
ment did not view with favor the recent 
propositions for the purchase of the Island 
of St. Thomas by the United States for use 
as a coaling station, as it was felt a sale of 
the island at this time would be an unfriend- 
ly act toward Spain. This view was com- 
municated to Washington and was doubtless 
made known to — department 
through the Spanish ter here. 

The Spanish Minister, Sefior Polo y Ber- 
nabe, and his staff had a very busy Sunday, 
although it did not bring any developments 
changing the situation. The Minister did 
not see State department officials during 
the day. His last official exchange with the 
authorities here was on last Friday, after 
Spain's answer had been received, since 
which time the negotiations have been ata 
halt. This, however, has not lessened the 
Spanish Minister's activity in keeping his 
government fully apprised as to the general 
aspect of affairs in this country. The elab- 
orate manner in which this cable Intelli- 
gence has goné to the authorities at Madrid 
is probably without a parallel.

CRUISER. FOR UNITED "STA 


Purchased of Great Britain for Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars and Is 
Ready for Immediate Service. 


London, April 3.—The cruiser which Lieu- 
tenant Commander Colwell, United States 
Naval attaché here, purchased yesterday 
afternoon from the Thames Iron works and 
over which he hoisted the Stars and Stripes, 
was built by the Thames Iron works for 
Peru. It was finished during the war be- 
tween Peru and Chile, and the British gov- 
ernment would not permit it to leave on ac- 
count of the neutrality law. 

The cruiser has been entirely refitted. dur- 
ing the last year and modernized at an ex- 
pense of £25,000 ($125,000).

The 
price asked was £80,000 ($400,000), but it is 
understood that it has been secured for 
about half that amount after the owner had 
been given to understand that there was 
only forlorn hope of selling it.

The Life of Li Hung Chang Is Said to

Shanghal, April 3.—It is announced that a 
person of the highest rank has memorialized 
the Emperor in the most vigorous language, 
accusing the whole Tsung-Li-Yamen (Chi- 
nese Foreign office) of being in the pay of 
Russia. 

He asserts that Russia expended 10,000,000 
taels in bribery during the recent negotia- 
tions regarding the cession of Port Arthur 
and Ta-Lien-Wan, etc., and claims that Li 
Hung Chang’s share was 1,500,000 taels. 
Thereupon the personage referred to de- 
mands full investigation, and asks that 
Li Hung Chang be beheaded if the accusa- 
tions are proven, the memorializer offering 
to be executed himself if his charges are 
not sustained. : 

The Chinese complain bitterly of the fact

WHY HAVE WE NO DESTROY U 

The Board of Naval Control and 2 
gressional committees that ha ve had charge 
of matters of naval construction in the last 
few years have committed a grave error 
in neglecting to construct any vessels of the 
type known as torpedo boat destroyers. 
The House of Representatives has done 
wisely in promptly passing a bill for the 
cohstruction of six of these formidable 
naval wasps, ‘along with six additional tor- 
pedo boats. But even under the greatest 
pressure of haste it will require about six 
months to get them into commission, In 
the meantime any one of the Spanish de- 
stroyers now on the way to Puerto Rico 
could probably sink our few torpedo boats 
single-handed inside of an hour. 

Concerning the ultimate outcome of a 
war between the navies of the two countries 
there se be a shadow of a doubt. Spain 
is beatén,to begin with, as all Europe has 
warned the Madrid government. But there 
is a possibility that in the first engagements 
our navy might suffer, chiefly on account 
of our lamentable lack of the one type of 
boat that has proved itself the most formid- 
able of all modern engines of war. 

Unfortunately this type of fighting ma- 
chine known as the torpedo boat destroyer 
is the very one in which the Spanish navy 
is strongest. The flotilla now on its way 
across the Atlantic is the most dangerous 
of its kind in the world. It cannot, of 
course, cope openly with our first-class bat- 
tleships, but the remarkable speed of these 
wasps of the sea enables them to sting to 
death any craft of their own class and then 
fly at will out of the way of the larger and 
slower vessels. 

The destroyer is an enlarged torpedo boat, 
with both the speed and the size to go to 
sea with a fighting fleet. The trouble with 
the ordinary torpedo boat, such as we now 
have in course of construction to the num- 
ber of a dozen or more, is that it is of little 
service anywhere outside of sheltered 
waters. England: early discovered in its 
naval experiments that greater size, weight, 
and power were needed to make these ves- 
sels most effective. Furthermore, the enor- 
mous increase of the torpedo boat flotillas 
of other European nations demanded some 
defensive action against them. Hence 
Great Britain decided two or three years 
ago to build a fleet of vessels of the torpedo 
boat type, but with a displacement of 300 
to 400 tons, as against the 120 or 140 tons 
of the ordinary torpedo boat. It is untortu- 
mate that the United States did not take a 
similar step at the same time, instead of 
putting all its money into battleships and 
cruisera and small torpedo boats,

The qualifica- 
tions are ostensibly based (1) upon intelli- 
ence, (2) upon the possession of a certain 
amount ofproperty, and (3) the payment of 
a poll-tax when the voter does not exceed 
GO. years of age. The educational qualifi- 
cation requires that the applicant for regis- 
tration as a voter shall be able to read and 
write, to be demonstrated by making writ- 
ten application for such registration in the 
English language or his mother tongue 
“from the dictation of an interpreter,” 
though if unable to write by reason of 
“physical disability” his application may 
be written at his dictation by the register- 
ing officer or his deputy. If unable to read 
and write the applicant is still entitled to 
registration, provided he is a property-own- 
er to the extent of not less than $300, A 
residence of not less than two years in the 
State, one year in the parish, and six 
months in the precinct in which he resides 
is required in the ease of each voter, but 
no voter loses the right to vote in the pre- 
cinct in which he is registered until six 
months after removal- the object apparent- 
ly being to lose no vote by removal after 
a voter has once been registered. 

The provision of the ordinance which has 
given rise to the most discussion is the fifth 
gection, the essential part of which is as 
follows: 

Section 5. No male person who was on Jan. 1. 
1867, or at any date prior thereto, entitled to 
vote under the constitution or statutes of any 
State of the United States, wherein he then re- 
sided, and no son or grandson of any such person 
not less than 21 years of age at the date of the 
adoption of thie constitution, and no person of 
foreign birth who shall have been naturalized 
priar to the let day of January, 1898, shall be de- 
nied the right to register and vote in this State 
by reason of his failure to possess the educa- 
tional qualifications preseribed by this constitu- 
tion; provided, he shal! have resided in this State 
for five years next preceding the date at which he 
shall apply for registration, and shall have regis- 
tered in accordance with the terms of this ar- 


tions of all voters without responsibility to 
any higher authority. This feature of the 
ordinance bears a strong resemblance to 
the understanding clause of the Sauth 
Carolina constitution, which was avowedly 
designed to admit white voters and exclude 
colored ones at the pleasure of that officer, 
This fifth section (called the hereditary 
clause) has already been denounced by 
Messrs. Caffery and MeKnery, the two 
| Democratic United States Senators from 
Louisiana, as unconstitutional. The latter 
in a letter to a member of the convention, 
while expressing his desire “to see the 
negro, as far as he ean be, deprived of the 
right to vote,” strongly-urged the defeat of 


the measure, and added: 

I submitted this article to a number of able 
lawyers on the Democratic side of the Senate. 
Without hesitation they cald it was grossly in 
violation of the fifteenth amendment; and they 
also concurred with me that the effect of the article 
might be the loss of our representation in Con- 
gress and our Electoral vote.

It is hardly kind or considerate ot the 
various newspapers of Europe to have pub- 
lished in connection with the presence of 
King Milan at the funeral of the Servian 
Premier, Garashanin, the other day at Bel- | 
grade the full text of the memorable ictter 
which the latter wrote to that disreputable 
ex-monarch in reply to the latter’s endeavor 
to place upon his, Garashanin’s, shoulders 
the responsibility of the death by violence 
in prison of two Servian women of rank 
charged with having plotted against the life 
of Milan. 

Garashanin, in his letter, declares that he 
‘was to blame for not having made use of 
his position as Premier at the time of the 
death of these women, who were found 
strangled in their cells before trial, to hunt 
up the Jack the Ripper who had instigated . 
the murders of these two women. 

“I was in the south of France at the time 
of the death of these women,” he adds, 
“whereas you were at Belgrade, and had 
actually removed the regular guard of that 
portion of the prison in which the women 
were confined and had intrusted it to of- 
ficers of your own household. Moreover, 
you seem to forget that on no less than two 
occasions you compelled me to take into 
the Cabinet magistrates who, intrusted with 
the duty of investigating the circumstances 
of the death of these women, had surprised 
your disgraceful secret. In conclusion I 
beg to inform you that I forbid you to ad- 
dress any further letters to me under the 
penalty of my telling all I know about your 
connection with this crime. I do not rely 
upon your promises, for I know how little 
they are worth, and how small is the im- 
portance which you attribute to your word 
of honor. So I do not ask for any assur- 
ances, but merely beg you to take note of 
_what I say.” 


This letter was published at the time of its 
being written in the Videlo, one of the lead- 
ing newspapers of Belgrade, and the organ 
of the Garashanin party.

“Gideon was called of God, and he was 
called to fight. The assumption that Cnris- 
tlans must favor peace at any price * is not 
warranted by the teaching of the Bible. The 
Old Testament is full of the records of .wars 


to which God impelled his people and in 


which he himself took an active part. His 

injunctions to fight were as specific and plain 

as were his commands to prax. : 

Warriors in the Divine Plan. 

9 Warriors seem to have had as prominent 

a place in the divine plan as preachers. 

Jesus, indeed, did not fight. Good men have 

thought that this fact, together with his in- 

junction to resist not evil, constitutes an 

unwritten but imperishablé law against 

armed conflict. But Jesus came to establish 

a spiritual kingdom, and nothing was to be 
gained for his cause by battle. A nation, 

as well as the individual, may be called to 
battle. The one thing to be settled concerns 
the will of God. Too many wars have been 
waged for purposes of personal or national 
aggrandizement. 

% Peace with righteousness” should be 
the motto of every Christian and every 
Christian nation. But if the time comes, 
as come it sometimes does, when unright- 
eousness and inhuman cruelty and persistent 
violation of the laws of humanity and of 
God can be ended only by the mailed hand, 
then let those who fear God bind on the

The nation will, I 
belleve, be practically a unit in approval, if 
our Chief Executive,in conjunction with Con- 
gress, sees fit within the next few days to 
represent to Spain that neither the peace of 
Cuba nor the peace of the United States is

Dr. Swift on Spain’s Record.

Rev. Frank C. Bruner at the Paulina Street 
Methodist Church talked on The American 
Dollar Against the American Flag,“ saying:

Men at the head of 
great institutions of learning and in the pul- 
pit selling out their political views, trifling 
with the wasted and worn condition of pin- 
ing Cuba, to satisfy their thirst for gold; 
seeking a new investment for their dollars 
at the sacrifice of bleeding humanity. It 
is a gross insult to the American flag.“ 
The Rev. M..M..Parkhurst, Fulton 
Methodist Church, discussing the war situa- 
tion yesterday, said of four reasons ad- 
vanced why war should be declared the only 
one now deserving consideration was Spain’s 
failure to maintain good government in 
Cuba, and the right of the United States 
to. interfere must rest upon the prospect 
of bringing about better conditions through 
intervention.

The week just closed left stocks about 
ten points lower than on Feb. 15. the date 
of the Maine explosion. but about five — 
above the low levels of the preceding wee 
The market seemed determined last wee 
to entertain hopeful thoughts. The nears 
got little good out of the preponderance o 
strong, convincing news of coming wer 
The bulls got a great deal of good out o 
a few straws in the form of unreliable peace 
rumors, which they picked up and made 
much of. The bears throughout the week 
seemed to have the cards, but the bulls, as 
Saturday’s strong closing showed, had the 
* the average bear speculator, and the 
majority of speculators now are bears, 
though many of them are very timid ones, 
the market last week seems contrary to 
reason. They cannot satisfy themselves 
that their late losses have been due to mis- 
takes in their own er and not to 

kind of “ foul play.“ | 

@ the consistent working out 
et late bear logic the country should now 
be in the throes of a terrible panic, indus- 
try and business should be at a standstill, 
corporations all losing money, and banks 
undergoing a most fearful strain, because 
the nation had at last reached that stage 
in which it was likely to declare war today 
or tomorrow. This is the timid view which 
has largely caused the commercial inter- 
- ests to be so bitterly opposed to war, be- 
cause they either believed these things 
themselves or because they feared others 
would believe them, and bring on dire panic 
to Mi in common. The short traders have 
gioried in this view and have done their 
utmost to make the whole business com- 
munity fear that on the outbreak of war 
only the bottomless pit would be the place 

for all their financial belongings. 
Business-men who have been opposing 
war because they thought it meant financial 
ruin, now that war has already become 
near enough to diagnose its first financial 
effects, and the first are the worst, find 
that they have been greatly mistaken in 
views they lately held. Bears who have 
been hoping to make great money out of the 
sequence of war by panic have been dis- 
appointed to their great cost. While the 

market was afflicted with its first frights 

over war uncertainty was engendered, and 


there were many weak holders who had to 


liquidate, it wes correct that prices should 
take a fair drop and that shorts should have 
some reasonable profits. But when war 
got near enough so that the market could 
actually behold it ahead, instead of see- 
ing that more terrible bogy which went 
before it, it became time that the market 
Should take a more common sense view of 
the situation and esk itself regarding its 
foolish phantoms, “ What does all this non- 
sense mean?’ The merket has now had 
time to become to some degree fearproof, 
and to look on war as a bad thing, perhaps, 
but not as extra terrible, and as at least 
a relief from more distressing uncertainty. 
Realize the Imminence of War. | 

There is now a unanimity of opinion among 
tra@ers that there will be war. It is no 
longer considered smart, shrewd, or orig- 
mal to guess that there will be war, for it 
is no clever trick to think the way the 
“crowd” thinks The bulls do not mind 
the appearance of peace rumors which 
throw consternation into the ranks of the 
unwieldy, oversold easily scared bear forces, 
but they are themselves placing no real 
reliance in peace prospects, but are now 
taking their own chances on war as an 
inevitable fact, although they are still a 
“trifle uncertain of its first effects, and find 
it ta be to their present interest to foment 
talk of peace. 

The successful speculator keeps ahead of 


the “crowd” rather than following in its 


too evident path, and now that the crowd 
has got to that point where actual war and 
not its advance sentinel scarecrow is in 
sight, the speculator who hopes to be suc- 
cessful is looking still further beyond and 
4s wondering if, after war, there is not next 
the goal of a lasting and restful peace. 

If war has been fully, or at least almost, if 
not quite, discounted, and present indica- 
tions are that such is the case, then it is 
time that the market should begin figuring 
on the outcome of battles. If the Amer- 
Jan navy should be sunk or crippled and 
American towns destroyed there would ‘be 
continued justification of the present posi- 
tion of the bears. Such disasters, meaning 
that the war might be prolonged and this 
nation’s resources tried to the utmost, ought 
to cause great. depression in stocks. But 
if the American arms meet with success 
the market ought steadily to favor the 
bulls, until final victory brings peace, and 
Securities can onc’ more sell on high in- 
trinsic investment merits. The least doubt 
as to the question ¢f peace or war will prob- 
ably be settled ear-y this week. From then 
on the market wil} have to begin to settle 
for itself the new duestion of whether there 
will be defeat or victory. 

On the very eve of war, with business- 
men now generally knowing that it must 
come, there is firm: confidence in the situa- 
tion. Banks have prepared themselves and 
business generally’is ready. If the uncer- 
tainty should last here may be trouble, for 
business cannot afford to wait on the never- 
ending, but if there is a quick war stroke, 
with the country fiaancially prepared, there 
can come no wee: This is now generally 
recognized, and there can therefore be no 
panic. If panic wre a necessary forerun- 
ner of war it wou'd have made its appear- 
ande over three Weeks ago.
